SUBJECT: INDONESIA AND THE ICCS

1 . DURING CONVERSATION WITH THE DEFENSE ATTACHE MAY 8, 

MAJ GEN SAJIDIAMAN ( DEPUTY CHIEF OF STAFF, INDONESIAN ARMY) 
SAID THAT THE INDONESIAN CONTINGENT ON THE ICCS WOULD FUSS 
EVEN IF CANADA DECIDED TO WITHDRAW ITS CONTINGENT. HE SAID 
THAT THE INDONESIANS WOULD STAY IN SOUTH VIETNAM UNLESS A 
MAJOR MILITARY CONFLICT 

OCCURRED. MAJ GENUSSAJIDIAMAN INDICATED 

THAT THE INDONESIAN POSITION ON THIS MATTER HAD RECENTLY BEEN 
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MADE VERY Cl F AR BY GENERAL PANGGABEAN, THE MINISTER OF NATIONAL 
DEFENSSUAND SECURITY AND C- IN C OF THE INDONESIAN ARMED 
FORCES ( REFTEL). 

2. IN SEPARATE CONVERSATION SAME DAY CHIEF OF FOREIGN 
MINISTER MALIK' S PERSONAL STAFF ALEX ALATAS ALSO TOLD 

A/ DCM THAT INDONESIA WOULD REMAIN IN THE ICCS " COME WHAT 
MAY, SHORT OF A MILITARY CONFLICT" 

3. RECALLING THAT FOREIGN MINISTER MALIK HAD ON APRIL 30 
EXPRESSED CONFIDENCE THAT CANADIANS WOULD REMAIN MEMBERS 
OF THE ICCS AFTER THE SECOND TWO- MONTH PERIOD OF THEIR 
COMMITMENT ENDS, A/ DCM ASKED ALATAS IF MALIK HAD SOME 
PARTICULAR INFORMATION ON WHICH HE BASED THIS CONFIDENCE. 

IN REPLY ATATAS SAID HE BELIEVED THAT IN THE CASE OF MALIK’ S 
REMARK, " THE WISH WAS FATHER OF THE TOUGHT." SIMILARLY, WHEN 
ASKED ON WHAT MALIK BASED HIS EARLIER- EXPRESSED ASSUMPTION 
THAT RECONVENED PARIS CONFERENCE WOULD HAVE TO AUTHORIZE 
CONTINUATION OF ICCS BEYOND SIX MONTHS ( REFTEL, PARA 4), 

ALATAS SAID THIS WAS NOT A FIRM OR CONSIDERED GOI POSITION 
BUT RATHER ONE THROUGHT MALIK HAD ON HOW ONE MIGHT PROCEED 
IN EVENT OF CANADIAN WITHDRAWAL. 

4. COMMENT: ABOVE IS ENCOURAGING AND TENDS TO CONFIRM 
EARLIER ASSURANCES FROM PANGGABEAN AND MALIK REPORTED IN 
REFTEL. WE WOULD INTERPRET INDONESIANS' COMMENTS ABOUT 

" UNLESS A MAIOR MILITARY CONFLICT OCCURED" OR " COME 
WHAT MAY” ( PARAS 1 AND 2 ABOVE) AS REFERRING TO SERIOUS 
DETERIORATION IN SECURITY SITUATION WHICH DIRECTLY AFFECTS 
INDONESIAN ICCS CONTINGENT.

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1 . DURING CONVERSATION WITH THE DEFENSE ATTACHE MAY 8,
